Cordial  S«c«ption  of  Policy. 

Theae  resolutions  were  read  from  ocean  to  im^an,  iiiid  the  response  to 
them  was  aa  cordial  throughout  the  Dominion  as  in  was  in  the  Hou.-e 
of  Commons.  They  thrilled  Canada  with  the  thougjit  that  she 
had  entered  upon  a  new  epoch  in  her  history  as  on  tlie  day  when  she 
wai!  initiated  into  the  family  of  nations  some  forty  years  liefore, 
that  she  was  about  to  tako  her  place  beside  her  roy:d  mother  to  de- 
fend the  constitution  which  gave  England  lilierty,  civil  and  religious, 
and  in  which  we  share  so  generously  and  so  freely  And  may  I  note 
here  the  chronological  fact,  that  this  resolution  was  adopted  on  the 
29th  day  of  March,  1909— the  42nd  anniversary  of  the  day  on  which 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  signerl  the  charier  of '('.inadiati  lilx'ny,  the 
British  North  America  Act.  We  join  with  all  tho,<c  who  iMlieve 
in  the  value  of  that  Act  in  declarhig  that  Her  Majesty  did  nothing 
more  for  Canada  of  greator  importance  to  the  eni|jire  tlian  the  Houw- 
of  Commons  did  on  the  29th  of  March  when  both  parties  united  in  a 
common  purpose  for  the  common  defence  of  the  empire.  .Now- 
let  me  ask,  who  stood  spon.sor«  for  that  rciolution?  Particularly 
three  men — Laurier.  Borden,  Fo.ster.  ([  may  be  pardoned,  as  L>eiiis 
guilty  of  no  breach  of  courtesy,  for  not  mentioning  those  names  in 
connection  with  the  titles  usually  attached  Ui  them.) 

Lauiisr,  Boiden  and  Foster. 

They  arc  all  leaders  of  public  opinion,  one  for  fi;r(y  years  a 
prominent  figure  in  the  House  of  Commons,  tlie  othcir  two  for  .i 
shorter  period,  bu  each  in  his  own  place  maintaining  tiie  dignity  of 
the  Chamber,  and  commanding  the  confidence  and  reai»ct  of  iiia 
friends.  These  three  men  stood  sponsors,  and  in  their  views  the 
whoiv  Commacs  concurred.
